Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Spaeth in view of Kato and Furuya, of record, and further in view of Spatscheck '638. 

The previous rejection basically still applies. In addition, Spatscheck shows in 
figure 2 an implementation with two grooves reflecting light to a photodetecting device 
and thus emphasizes such design to be well known and obvious for detectors as 
Spaeth with Kato and Furuya. In regard to the new limitations see Furuya figure 3 where 
layer 33 is an InP "window" layer disposed on both ends and above the absorption 
active layer 32. Such design is obvious and advantageous for these reflection type 
photodetectors. In regard to claim 13 note Kato figures 7 and 8 where the lower 
electrode 270 is at two places on opposite sides of the groove and there is another 
electrode on the top surface. See column 9 lines 37-53. Also see figures 9-11.
